There wasa heavy run on 
other banks this morning, the principal run be- 
ing on the Mastin Batik, which paid every de- 
positor in full, and announces that it is prepared 
for every emergency. Up to noon to-day it had 
received over fifty new accounts, one depositor 
paying in $9,000. The excitement is now dying 
out. and it is not expected there will be uny 


further trouble.

PRINCIPLES OF THE BILL. 

The general principles on which the bill is 
based are reduction and simplification, with 
sections directly looking to the enlargement of 
our ioreign trade.

A 
slight reduction is made averaging about 20 per 
cent of present rates in the entire list, though 
in wines, brandies, cigars, and other articles of 
like character there is no reduction. There are 
no compound duties, rates being either specilic 
or ad valorem, There is no free list: every 
article that is not dutiable is admitted free 
without specification or enumeration. 

The present number of articles in the Tariff 
law is reduced to about 500 all told in this bill. 
All changes have been made from ad valorem 
to specific duties wherever practicable. It is 
claimed this bill wil! reduce the cost of collec- 
tion from $7,250,000 to less than $3,000,000. 

The bill proposes to raise $154,946,000, esti- 
mated by Treasury experts upon the average of 
imports for the past six years. Only $138,000,- 
000 were collected last year. The publication of 
the bill at this time is with a view of eliciting 
expressions of public opinion before final ac-

SQUIRMING. 
COMMENT FROM PHILADELPHIA. 
Special Inspatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
PHILADELPUIA, Jan. 80.—The North American 
pronounces the Wood Tariff “a bill to reduce 
protection as much as its author dares, and to at- 
tack the iron and steel interests, woolen and wors- 
ted manufactures, carpet industry, and jseyeral 
others. The reductions may be estimated at Bees 
one-third on the leading classes and as certain 
to cost $30,000,000 to $35,000,000 of gold reve- 
nue if Congress should make the bill a law. 
But it cannot pass, for it will make no friends 
powerful enough even to get it through the 
Committee.“ 
EX-APPRAISER BLODGET, 
in a long analysis of the bill, says: The metal 
schedule is most remarkable. Al) classes of 
iron and steel are disposed of in three or four 
lines. The reduction is large in the few specific 
rates given, and it would be on many articles 
included in the general ad valorems rate of 85 
percent. The reductions proposed here would be 
ruinous. It is not possible that they can 
be evaded. In grain and provisions the reduc- 
tion is about one-third, which is of great value 
to Canada and the provinces, but of no service 
to our side of that line. Reduction on dairy 
productions, oats, corn, ete., would cause con- 
siderabie loss of revenue. in sugars the at- 
tem pt is made to verify the Dutch standard by 
tests with the polariscope, and generally 
THE FORM OF THIS SCHEDULE is GooD. 
It would add tothe revenue if enacted, and 
evidently some other hand than Mr. Woond 
assistants nas been here. Our growing silk 
industry would be damaged 20 per cent 
if this ill should pass, a margin that 
would ruin them. Tobacco and cigars are not 
much changed, though the brovislons idlating 
to cigars are much loosened, and would lead to 
loss and confusion. Wools are reduced about 
one-third, taking off the ad valorem and 
reducing the 10 cents of the present 
rate to 8 cents. No material misiortune 
would result as to these, but on woolens he 
abondons specific duties generally, and ac- 
cepts ad valorem rates, whieh would reduce the 
duty one-half.

THE SAMOAN TREATY. 

The ip executive session to-day ratified 
the treaty, some time ago sent to that 
body the President. It is signed by Senor 
L. Mamea, the ambassador on the part of the

the United States the exclusive posses- 
sion of the harbor of Pago to

THE FREEDMEN’S HOSPITAL. 

The Secretarv of the Interior has received 
several ailldavits in confirmation of the state- 
ments of witnesses examined by him on Satur- 
day last, showing that the condition of the 
Freedmen's Hospital before the recent investi- 
gation in the matter of cruelty, food, and care 
of patients was vastly worse than since 
the investigation began. One of them 
contains statements showing a frightful 
disregard of the feelings of patients in 
the disposal of bodies of patients who have 
died at the hospital. One affidavit avers that 
the hospital-yard was made a common burial- 
ground for the reception of partially mutilated 
bodies, buried in sacks. The détails of the case 
show that the bodies were exhumed in the sight 
of the patients of the hospital, and all the 
statements in the affidavits are particularly se- 
vere on Dr. Purvis.

In another column is given the report of 
the Sub-Committee of the House Committee 
on Ways and Means, to be submitted to the 
full Committee to-day, embodying the bill 
for the revision of the tariff. It is claimed 
for the bill thgt its general effects will be 
those of reduction. and simplification,—two 
consummatians in our Tariff laws devoutly 
to be wishéd. The average reduction is 
about 20 per cent, though no decrease has 
been made in the duty upon brandy, wines, 
cigars, and similar articles of luxury. Com- 
pound duties are abolished, the aim being to 
make the system exclusively specific so far 
as possible, and the free list is to be done 
away with, all articles not named in the bill 
being exempt from duty. The number of 
dutiable articles is brought down to about 
500, and it ig calculated that under the re- 
vised system the cost of customs collections 
will be reduced from $7,250,000 to less than 
$3,000,000. The cnstoms revenue to be 
raised under the provisions of the bill is es- 
timated by —— experts at 5154, 946, 000.

SCHEMES OF DESTRUCTION. 

Among thdse in Congress and out of it 
who support the restoration of the silver 
dollar and ita remonetization are many per- 
sons who seek to identify that measure with 
two other prppositions with which it has no 
substantial of theoretic connection. These 
schemes are: 1. The repeal of the Resump- 
tion act. 2. The abolition of the National 
Bank circulation. These persons endeavor 
to make thesp two measures parts of a gen- 
eral currency scheme cf which the remone- 
tization of silver is another. These three 
measures violently conflict; they are mutu- 
ally distinctive, and are wholly inconsistent. 
If silver be remonetized and the Resumption 
bill stands as it is, then the paper currency 
of the country will have the exact value of 
the silver dollars, unless such dollars shall 
become more valuable than the gold dollars. 
Every dollar of silver coined, there- 
fore, will be an addition to the amount 
of currency in circulation, and the 
whole volume of such currency may thus be 
increased at the rate of $50,000,000 a year, 
until the country shall have all that it can 
find use for. This will be a large and hberal 
inflation, but it will be a healthy, safe, and 
legitimate inflation,—an inflation of, substan- 
tial money, having an abiding, intrinsic 
value. When gold and silver shall be re- 
stored to their equivalent values, both will 
enter with the paper into the common circu- 
lation of the country. The three forms of 


money being in general and common circu- 


lation, the Government may issue and circu- 
late its paper freely o the extent that it can 
take care of it, and redeem it with the silver 
or gold coin. In the same way, the silver 
being in abundant circulation and the gold 


having lost its superior value and being in 


free use, the banks will be able to issue their 
notes, and keep them at par by redeeming 
them on demand. This is on the assump- 


and silver be remonetized. 

How will the case be if silver be remone- 
tized and the Resumption law be repealed? 
In that case the greenbacks not being re- 
deemable in any kind of coin must fall as 
much below silver as ghey would be below 
gold if silver had not een restored. Silver 
can be had in comparative abundance, and 
gold is scarge, and, in the absence of silver 
coin, is artificially dear. One object in re- 
storing silvpr is to furnish the country with 
a metallic money in such quantity as will 
render resumption practicable, which is not 
possible with gold alone. The attempt to 
resume in gbld alone must fail, because the 
gold cannot be had in sufficient quantity for 
that purpose, and the mere effort to obtain 
it has largply advanced its market value. 
With silvey, however, there will be 
no such (difficulty. Our own mines 
will furnish the silver for 840,000, 
000 a yaar, and, as this silver will 
remain with us, resumption may practically 
take place without any trouble. If the Re- 
sumption bill be repealed, then the paper 
will become of less value thd the silver, and 
the latter will be sold as a commodity just 
as gold is now. In that event the addition 
of $50,000, | to the coinage annually will 
be of no avpil ; the purpose and end of such 
3 defeated. If the silver is 
not to circujate, of what use will it be to 
coin it? Tp repeal the Resumption law is 
therefore to render the restoration of silver 
wholly uselgss, and of no possible benefit to 
the country. Such a proceeding will be 
stupid, short-sighted folly,—defeating the 
whole value of remonetization. 

Nor is the abolition of the National Bank 
currency any more rational. Suppose their 
bank circulation to be abolished, what then? 
Is the land to be filled with silver? Cer- 
tainly not. By the repeal of the Resump- 
tion law the greenbacks are to be made per- 
manently itredeemable, and therefore at a 
discount. The amount of paper currency 
now is, in round numbers, $350,000,000 
greenbacks and $315,000,000 of bank paper ; 
total, „000,000. As the “maximum 
sum of backs is limited to $400,000,000, 
the abolition of National Bank. notes will 
contract the currency 8268, 000.000. Is the 
country in a condition to endure a contrac- 
tion of the qurrency to this enormous extent? 
In what way is this void to be filled? It will 
be answered that Congress may authorize 
and direct the issue of forced irredeemable 
notes in ex of the $400,000,000 limit.

We then have as the sequel to these wild 
measures: First, by the repeal of the Re- 
sumption law, the defeat of all beneficial re- 
sults of the remonetization of silver, and the 
perpetuation of the depreciation of the 
greenbacks. The remonetization of silver 
will have the direct. effect of inflating the 
currency by the yearly addition of the coin- 
age, which may be estimated at $50,000,000. 
To repeal the Resumption law and abolish 
the National Bank circulation is to exclude 
silver wholly from the currency, and reduce 
the possible paper money to $400,000,000, a 
contraction fully as fatal to the country as 
resumption in gold. Resumption a year 
hence in gold, and on gold values, is one 
thing; but resumption in silver and gold, 
reduced to a common value, is quite another 
thing ; and the important difference seems 
to be overlooked by the promoters of these 
wild schemes. 0 
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HUNTINGTON vs TOM SCOTT. 
The adoption of the anti-subsidy resolution 


in the House of Representatives, if it was 
honestly meant, gives Mr. Hontineron and 
his Southern Pacific scheme an unsuperable 
advantage over Tom Scorr and his Texas 
Pacific scheme. Tom Scorr asks a bond- 
subsidy which involves the payment of about 
$150,000,000 interest by the Government, 
and his raid on the Treasury is one of the 
most gigantic of all which the anti-subsidy 
resolution was intended to exclude, Mr. 
Hontixeton’s Company, represented in the 
Mower bill, asks no bond-subsidy whatever, 
and not even a new land-grant, but only a 
transfer of the land-grant previously given 
Indeed, a friend of 
the Huntixetow movement, in a recent in- 
terview with a correspondent of Tun Trisocnz, 
says that the Hunttycron Company will not 
even demand a transfer of the original land- 
grant, but will extend its present road from 
the Colorado River to the Rio Grande—that 
is, from Fort Yuma to Ei Paso—without any 
lafid-grant whatever, but merely in consid- 
eration of the right of way, and the abroga- 
tion of the land-grant already made to the 
Texas Pacific; this is certainly as reasonable 
a proposition as it is possible to make, as 
there would be no justice in allowing Tom 
Scorr’s Company every alternate section 
along the line of a railroad constructed by 
the Huntinatow Company. As an evidence 
of the good faith of the Huntineron propo- 
sition, this gentleman cites the fact 
that the Southern California Company 
has already constructed 750 miles of road 
and bridged the Colorado River, and 
that it has the material wherewith to build 
185 miles more this year. It is also obvious 
that the Huntrmeron Company would not 
push a railroad into a wilderness without 
the expectation of ultimately forming an 
Eastern connection which will give it a 
through trans-continental business. 


cept the Huntryeron proposition or go home 
without any prospect of a Southern Pacific 
route being furnished them. Indeed, their 
present opposition to the Huntineron scheme 
can only be accounted for by a desire that 
the Government shall furnish the funds for 
another construction ring (like the Credit- 
Mobilier) to live on. The Huvwnrineton 
scheme ‘can be placed under as many 
restrictions relative to rates and prorating 
with Eastern connections as the Tom Scorr 
scheme, and the former is more likely to re- 
sult in a distinctive Southern route than 
Tom Scort’s scheme, since Scorr will un- 
doubtedly seek to make any road he may 
build a feeder to the Pennsylvania roads. 
But if the Southern California be pushed on 
to El Paso within the next five or six years, 
it will rest with the Southern people to pro- 
vide the connections with their own princi- 
pal cities. The Hunrineron Company will 
certainly encourage such connectiens, since 
their main chance for earnings will be in 
establishing a connection between San Fran- 
cisco and the prosperous sections of the 
South. The great difference between 
the two schemes is that one proposes to 
fernish a road from San Francisco to Fl 
Paso without calling on the Government for 
any assistance, while the other demands a 
gigantic Government subsidy for building 
from San Diego to El Paso. As good faith 
in the anti-subsidy resolution will absolutely 
shut off the Tom Scorr subsidy scheme, the 
Southern members of Congress will do well 
to make the best terms they can to secure a 
prosecution of the work on the Southern 
Pacific scheme. 


THE LOUISIANA RETURNING BOARD SUIT. 
The bulidozers of Louisiana are deter- 


mined to keep that unfortunate State in 
political confusion, and, notwithstanding 
that they have regained control of the oflices 
aud have put the negroes out of sight, are 
still bent upon wreaking vengeance upon 
all those who wore instrumental in declaring 
the Electoral vote of the State for Mr. Haves. 
The latest development of their conspiracies 
is shown in the arrest of J. M. Wuu1s, T. C. 
Anpenson, L. M. Kennen, and G. CaSANAVE, 
members of the Returning Board, upon the 
charge of forgery in altering the returns. 
These gentlemen were arraigned upon this 
charge on information filed by the District- 
Attorney by direction of the Grand Jury. 
When brought before the Superior Criminal 
Court they made an effort through their 
counsel to have the case transferred to the 
Federal Courts. Failing in their application, 
they took refuge, with the exception of Mr. 
WIe, who forfeited his bonds and 
took leg bail, in the Custom-House, 
and placed themselves under the pro- 
tection of the Collector, who summoned 
marines from the United States revenne ves- 
sels to defend them. The Sheriff of the 
county thereupon attempted to arrest them 
and was himself arrested by a deputy of the 
United States Marshal, under the advice of 
the United States District-Attoiney, upon a 
warrant issued by the United States Com- 
missioner, charging the Sheriff with inter- 
fering with the Collector in the perfgrmance 
of his duties. The Sheriff was subsequently 
released upon his o recognizance. The 
Attorney-General of the State thereupon 
telegraphed to the Attorney-General of the 
Umted States, asking whether the General 
Government sanctioned the conduct of the 
United States officials. After consultation 
with the President, a reply was sent in the 


form of a notification to the United States

Marsbal not to interfere with the rights of 
the State Courts, upon receipt of which the 
prisoners were remanded to the State au- 
thorities and one of them is now on trial bo- 
fore the State Court.

obstructing the natural action of the State 
laws. There is, however, another side to 
the picture. Immediately upon the escape 
of the prisoners to the Custom-House, the

Not 
being able to prosecute the members of the 
Returning Board for throwing out returns 
where they were manifestly fraudulent, the 
law making them. the absolute judges, 
they have now turned upon them 
with the charge that they have changed 
returns and indicted them for forgery. 
There is little hope that they can obtain a 
fair trial in the State Courts, every official in 
which is their bitter political enemy; but if 
they are convicted they can take their case 
to the Supreme Court where they can have a 
fair hearing. Considering the source of the 
prosecution and the motives that inspire the 
bulldozing element of the Louisiana De- 
mocracy, and remembering their infamous 
record in the past, having killed or driven 
from the State all Republicans who had the 
manliness to defend their political rights 
and substantially disfranchised the remain- 
der, it is next to impossible to conceive that 
this suit is not an effort to wreak vengeance 
on the only victims left,—the members of 
the Returning Boar 
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THE VALENTINE SCRIP CLAIM. 

There are just two points in the claim set 
up onthe basis of the Vain scrip to 
certain property included in the original 
Fort Dearborn addition, which includes the 
property lying north of Madison street and 
east of State street, bounded on the north 
by the river and on the east by the lake. 
One concerns the technical hes of the 
‘Gale under the taw Of 1829 by the General 
Government, and the dedication under that 
act of Congress of those portions reserved in 
the platting for streets, alleys, and public 
grounds; and the other concerns the legality 
of locating these lands in 1872 by the Vaz- 
ENTINE family. 

Tuomas B. Vari had an equity in 
some 13,000 acres of wild lands in California 
which Congress satisfied by authorizing him 
to locate 13, 000 acres upon any other of the 
unappropriated and unoccupied lands owned 
by the United States Government. The in- 
tention, of course, was that VaLenring, 
under authority of this act, should select 
which there was 
no dispute and on which ere was 
no previous claim; instead of doing this, 
VALENTINE, or his attorneys, began to search 
for flaws in titles made by the United States, 
with the purpose of locating on property 
that had acquired special value by improve- 
ments or surroundings, and hit upon the 
Fort Dearborn reservation under the claim 
that the sales by the Government had been 
made without the authority of a special act 
of Congress. It is generally conceded that 
all bona fide purchasers, and all persons who 
have acquired title from the original sale by 
inheritance or transfer, will be fully pro- 
tected by the courts, but there has been 
some ruling representing an irregularity in 
the platting, which might leave the title to 
the public lands stil] in the United States 
Government. This would include all the 
streets and alleys in the district describ-d, 
the square known as Dearborn Park, and a 
part of what is known as Lake Park. The 
legislation asked of Congress now is an act 
transferring to the City of Chicago any title 
that may rest in the Government to these 
portions by reason of such irregularity in the 
original platting. 

Congress certainly should not hesitate to 
take this action. Indeed, it will be an act 
of gross injustice to refuso it under the cir- 
cumstances. No one doubts that the inten- 
tion and purpose in the platting was to dedi- 
cate the public lands to the City of Chicago 
for streets, alleys, and public grounds, and 
that the sales made by the Government wef 
under this condition; for private parties 
would not have cared to buy lots fronting 
on streets subject to be closed up and sold 
for private use at any time. The same good 
faith, therefore, which requires that the 
Government should protect the private own- 
ers in their title to land under this sale sug- 
gests that the city shall be protected in the 
title to the streets, alleys, and public 
grounds held for the joint benefit of these 
private owners. Another consideration. 
which should prompt Congress to pass any 
legislation necessary to secure either private 
owners or the city is that the Vazenrixe 
claim is fraudulent in itself. It was 
not the purpose of Congress, in voting 
VaLentTine the authority to locate certain 
unoccupied lands, that he should be permit- 
ted to grab 13,000 acres of valuable city 
property wherever he could secure a color of 
title on account of original irregularity, in 
exchange for his 13,000 acres of wild Cali- 
fornia lands; and there is no more 
why the City of Chicago should suffer 
such a perversion of authority than why 
private owners should be the victims, 

It is not likely in any case that the Courts 
would countenance the VatenTive claim, as 
it has not a shadow of equity from any point 
of view, but it is only right and proper that 
the Gdvernment, having intended years ago 
to part with its title to all this reservation

Regarded as 
silver bullion, the Mexican silver dollar is worth 
more than the American dollar of 412}¢ grains, 
and something less than the American trade 
dollar.

** KOSHER” MEAT.

tered. The railroad men and live-stock dealers 
are making strenuous efforts to defeat that or- 
dinance, claiming that such an inspection would 
be calculated to drive business away from St. 
Louis, because shippers to that point want as few 
restrictions as possible. Besides, it is claimed 
that there is no manon top of the earth who can 
go through®a lot of cattle and detect the 
Sruised ones, unless a timb is broken 
or some ribs are caved in, thus mak 
ing a dig hollow. A man might detect 
sick cattle, but to detect bruised ones was simply 
an impossibility. One gentleman who testified be- 
fore the Council Committee said there were 250 or 
300 slaughter- houses in St. Louis, and to make in- 
spection thorough it would require an inspector at 
each one. The passage of the p sed ordinance 
would have the same effect on the live-stock dust - 
ness of the city as it would on other business if the 
small pox or cholera were prevailing, Dealers 
would shun it—give ita wide berth. Another gen- 
tleman, who has been in the live-stock business for 
twenty-five years. stated that if thie ordinance 
passed it would be a great detriment to the busi- 
ness in St. Louis, and result in driving the trade to 
other places. Chicago had drummers out all over 
the country, and nothing would please them better 
than to have this measure passed. Within the last 
three or four years the live-stock trade of St. Louis 
had doubled. In the case the ordinance was pass- 
ed the farmers would send their cattle to a market 
where there were no restrictions,

RECEIVER JEWETT. 

New York, Jan. 30.—Police Justice Morgan 
bas issued an order of arrest against Receiver 
Jewett, of the Erie Railway, on the charge of 
perjury. The complainant is F. Platt, an 
English holder of Erie stock, now in this 
country. The affidavit on which the 
charge is based was mace by one Robertson, 
and alleges that Mr, Jewett's sworn statements 
of the condition of the Erie were uutrastworthy 
and false in several particulars. Receiver Jewett 
appeared witn his counsel at the Essex Market 
Police Court this morning, and gave bail in 
$20, 000. 

Mr. Jewett says the correctness of his report to 
the State Engineer depends upon the con- 
struction to be put upon the law.

been for more than two anda half years. 


THE FREIGHT WAR.

THE KALAMAZOO MAD-HOUSE. 


Resignation of the Man Who Has Had It in 
Charge for Twenty-three Years. 
Special Dispatch to The Caicago Tribune. 

KaLaMazoo, Mich., Jan. 30.—The resignation 

of Dr. E. H. Van Duesen from the position of 
Supertntendent of the Michigan State Insane 
Asylum, made known to-night, bas caused no 
little surprise and sorrow here. This important 
move, though expected at no distant day by his 
intimate friends, deprives the State of the serv- 
ices of a most distinguished and valuable Su- 
perintendent. Dr. Van Duesen is a native of 
New York, a graduate of Williams College and 
of the New York College of Physicians and 
Surgeons. While in New Tork be was 
connected with the New York Hospital 
four years, and with the State Asylum 
at Utica five years. He was also 
one of tlie editors of the American Journal of 
Insanity. He was elected Superintendent of 
the Michigan State Insane Asylum Oct. 19, 1 
and has given the office his earnest and undi- 
vided attention ever since. Dr. Van Duesen 
planned a great many of the internal and ex- 
ternal features of the Asvlum buildings, and 
has been the main agency in securing eplight- 
ened legislation in this branch of State labor. 
The policy of Michigan in placing the poorer 
class of insane patients in the State Asy- 
lum, and removing them from the care of 
the rmhouses, is largely due to 
his labors. His resignation has been contem- 
plated for yéars, but, until his plans of improve- 
ment had been accomplished, tbe Board would 
not consent to his withdrawal. The institution 
now has 692 patients, consisting of 347 males 
and 345 females, secured in separate and com- 
modious buildings. The whole number con- 
nected with the institution thus far is 2,565. 
Dr. George C. Palmer, who has been connected 
with the Asylum for the past fourteen years, 
and who is in sympathy with Dr. Van Duesen’s 
plans and ideas of management, will succeed 
him, being assisted by Dr. Henry M. Hurd and 
four other physicians of prominence.

The right of the colored 
man -to hold office, to vote, to sit on juries, 
to testify in courts, would not have been 
volenterSy acknowledged and provided for at 
the close of and after our late War by the 
white people of the South. A course of dis- 
cipline was u to establish and enforce 
these positive rights in some tive method. 
Whether the means of discipline adopted b 
the Republican party were the best w 
could have been devised to produce this re- 
sult I shall not discuss. I have thought they 
were not, but it does no good now to wrangle 
as to this, for, whether the best means or not 
have been used for the purpose, the n 
and desired result has been reached, and for 
one I do not propose to undo what has been 
done in order that the same result may be ob- 
tained by a better plan. I prefer to acknowl-

nthe olden times lu Tennessee, ore our 
P enitentiary system had been devised, men, 
white as well as black, were whipped for theft, 
under — sentence. On one occasion an 
old offender had been found guilty. His 
crime was wanifest and undeniable. The 
judgment was, by order of the court, put into 
immediate execution. The culprit’s attorney, 
not aware of the agouies his client was suffering 
at the ‘whipping-post, moved for a new trial, 
and enforced his application with all the argu- 
ment and eloquence of which he was master, to 
all of which the Judge patiently and attentively 
listened. Just as the argument was concluded, 
the Sheriff brought into the court-room the vic- 
tim of the law’s sanction, and reported that the 
sentence had been executed. The Judge an- 
nounced that a new trial should be awarded, 
but the defendant’s counsel did not avail him- 
self of the successiul result of his motion, but 
withdrew it. So itis with the ple of the 
South. Though they have bitterly complained 
of the discipline to which they have been sub- 
jected, and to the measures by which this dis- 
cipline has been euforced, they have no desire 
to have a new trial. They are anxious that the 
subject be treated as res judicata. 

They are willing and ready to stand by the 
thirteenth, fourteenth, and fifteenth articles of 
the Federal Constitution and the legislation 
by which they are enforced, as a permanent 
and fina! settlement of the questions put ia is- 
sue by our late war.

I believe that President Hayes’ Southern policy 
is that which will bring confidence, peace, 
and fraternity to the whole country and allay 
sectional jealousies and prejudices and destroy 
sectional animosities. The course of discipline 
has been so efficient in its results that, in my 
ovinion, no conflicts or collisions will follow 
what the President nas done or may do for the 
Southern people. I firmly believe that no por- 
tion of our population will be more, or even 60 
much, benetite by it as the colored people.

The English maltsters have discovered that the 
Canadian bariey is well suited to the manufacture 
of the light beers and ales which are growing in 
popularity in England, India, and elsewhere. The 
native barley is admirably fitted for making the 
strong, heavy English porters and ales, but the 
Canadian six-rowed species has been found to be 
superior to the other for producing the light beers. 
Hitherto the foreign barley used in England came 
from Hungary, Egypt, and Denmark, but the 
American product now enters the market as a com- 
netitor, and is also likely to become popular in 
Holland and Germany. 

if che foreign degoand for Canadian barley is well 
established: extensive maiting-houses will prova- 
bly be built in the Province, and a winter demand 
bé created, which will give the farmer more time 
in which to dispose of his crop. Malt stands a sea 
voyage much better than barley, and the freight on 
itis less. By malting on this side, the pernicious 
system of mixing samples, which the British malt- 
sters are careful not to do any more than they are 
obliged to, can be avoided. ‘The best malt is made 
from the grain grown on the same Class of soils. 
Across the water the product of the hght or chalk 
lands is never or seldom mixed with the baricy 
grown on heavy clay-earth, because the quality of 
the mixture is uneven, andthe growth in making 
malt is unlike, some of the grains growing farter 
than the others, and becoming overgrown belore 
the rest is completely malted. 

The Globe thinks that another season or two wil! 
likely prove to the Americans that their duty isa 
useless enactment. If the consumers in the United 
States want this Canadian bariey they will have 
to compete with the European demand, and pay 
their own duties and charges.

WHISKY. . 


A Statement of the Government's 
Side of the Case 


Made by a Gentleman Conversant with 
All the Facts. 


Following are points on the whisky controversy 
on the side of the Government, put down after a 
long controversy with a gentieman well-vereed in 
the matter. The attorneys of the whisky men will 
not find much comfort in them: 

According to his statement, the pardon, as is no 
longer attempted to be concealed, was not asked 
to save these lawyers’ clients from punishment. 
When there was no other escape, they purchased 
immunity by betraying their associates in the Ring 
—they became State's evidence, and so were 
allowed to escape the Penitentiary. Pardon was 
asked, not to secure immunity, bat to sécure 
divers barrels of whisky, forfeited to the Govyern- 
ment by the crookedness of these lawyers’ clients. 
By enforcement of that forfeiture the Government 
would realize a small portion of the penalties in- 
curred by the Ring because of failure to pay the 
tax on whisky manufactured by them. 
The object of the forfeiture suits is not pun- 
ishment of offenders, but to secure for the Treas- 
ury some equivalent for taxes of which the Goyern- 
ment has been defrauded. Pardon Would de- 
feat this. By law itreleases forfeitures and pen- 
alties. This is what it was asked for. In asking 
it, these members of the Ring asked o be released 
from payment of what, without regard to the ques- 
tion of guilty intent, is exacted for revenue from 
every man engaged in the whisky business. In 
asking for pardon, Mesers. Juessen's. Reed's, and 
Kirkland’s clients asked a return to them of what 
ol the Ring's plunder had been captured by the 
Government. There happens to be considerable 
of it, —over 300 barrels of whisky and other proper- 
ty.—say between $30,000 and $40,000 worth of 
piunder. | 4 

The President listened to Messers. Juessen’s and 
Reed’s arguments, but failed to see any room for 
bestowing upon their clients $30,000 or $40, 000 
belonging to the Government. So Mesers.Jucssen 
and Need did not recover that captured plunder 
for their clients, and naturally the indignauon of 
Messrs. Juessen aud Reed toward the President is 
as hot as ever was that of two lawyers who lost a 
big contingent.

TOO FLIMSY 
lawyer, not a Whisky-Ring lawyer, to set 

. he equesalers ail did receive immunity. 
Therefore are they out of the Penitentiary. They 
have been exempted from criminal prosecution, 
That is the utmost extent of the immunity ever ex- 
tended to a criminal turning ‘* State's evidence.” 
In all the reported decisions no case can be found 
in which it was held that, under claim of im- 
munity,’’ a thief who had tarned State's evidence 
was entitled toa return of the plunder which had 
been taken from him by the officers of the jaw. It

Ring to make that claim. In the history of juris- 
pradence they alone have had the eflrontery to 
thrust their clients before the public of victims of 
‘* flagrant ipjnetice and unwarrantable breath of 
faith, because upon these same clients, who ad- 
mitted their gnilt and saved themselves from 
punishment by turning State’s evidence, the Gov- 
ernment refuses to bestow the whisky forfeited to 
the revenue. And to emphavize that flagrant in- 
justice and unwarrantabie breach of faith, as well 
as to relieve his pent-up feelings, Mr. Lawyer 
Juessen breaks out in try. 

What small warrant there is for the indignation, 
poetic and prosaic, of the Wiisky Ring's lawyers 
was developed upon the trial) of Mr. Juessen's cli- 
ents, Roeile, Junker & Co. In that case was 
pleaded in detail the ‘‘ flagrant injustice and un- 
warrantable breach of faith with which the Ring 
now charge the Government. In that case,—as 
now through the press, —this case of flagrant in- 
justice and breach of trust was set op as what 
cou:id only be righted by givin: to Reelic, Junker 
& Co., the victims of that injustice, 31 barrels of 
whisky forfeited to the Government because of 
their crookedness. and the proceeds of which 
would have gone into the Treasury to make good 
the taxes of which Roelle, Junker & Co. had de- 
frauded the Government. 

And, m that case, the United States was in fact 
put upon trial on the charge of flagrant injustice 
and unwarranted breach of faith preferred by Mr. 
Juessen'sfclients for the Whisky King, in order to 
recover that forfeited whisky. Messrs. Wirt Dex- 
ter, Ben Ayer, L. H. Bouteile, special counse! for 
the Government, and dudge Bangs, istrict 
2 were sworn, and testified explic- 
itly that the only immunity promised 
the squealere was immunity from ¢rim- 
inal prosecution. Ex-Supervisor Matthews 
also testified to the same effect. Matthews besides 
testified that the demand of the squealers for what 
they call full civil and criminal immuniiy—that is, 
to escape pdnisimentand have their piunder re- 
stored—was b him presented to the Secretary of 
the Treasury, the Attorney General, and finally 
the Cabinet, and was promptly rejected, which fact 
he communicated to the squealers. So, when they 
became State's evidence, they were fully aware 
that the total immanity had been tefused. They 
acted ander the advice of distinguished counsel, 
and must bave known that there was no power in 
this Government which could grant such full im- 
munity as they now claim,—no power to release 
from taxes. 

Messrs. Sidney Smith and Leonard Swett, coun- 
sel for Whisky men. testified, in substance, that 
while such full immunity was not promised specif- 
icuwily, theic understanding and expectation was 
that ultimately the whuie batch would be let ont. 

THE APFIDAVIT 
of these gentlemen, made by them for the purpose 
of reducing to writing the agreement, and lade 
fore the Department at \\ ashington, in these firs:- 
hate cases, was introduced in evidence.

THE BEEHIVE, 

A meeting of certificate-nolders in the Busted 
Beehive" was held last evening in the club-rooms 
of the Graud Pacific Hotel. About fifty un- 
fortunates were present. a 

The meeting was called to order by Mr. H. P. 
Wright, who stated that it had deen called for the 
purvose of rectifying the errors contained in the 
report of the Committee at the meeting one week 
ago. According to that report, certain people of 
prominence bad been published as delinquents, 
when in truth they were not. The depositors in 
the bank had suffered only too much, but he was 
sure there coyld be no desire to do injustice to 
others, especially when they were innocent. In 
conclusion Mr. Wright said he had consulted 
"Mr. II. M. Paine, of the Depasitors’ 
Committee, about calling this meeting, aud be had 
advised that it be called aud was present to explain 
certain matters in connection with the report pre- 
viously made. 

Mr. Paine said he was sorry that there had been 
verbal misstatements as to delinquents at the 
previous meeting. Some of the so-called delin- 
quents were making strenuous efforts to pay the 
bank what they owed, and the publication of their 
names was clearly injudicious if not unjust. He 
was satisfied that the errors were not made by the 
reporters, but were due to other causes which he 
professed to perfectly understand. but which he 
did pot explain to his hearers. In the report which 
he wrote, he claimed, there were no mistakes, but 
the verbal statements made certain persons had 
contained more or less of error and had gotten 
some things pretiy badly mixed. For instance, 
there had been a mixtake in revard to the Wash- 
ingion etreet property transaction. It was stated 
that the property had been conveyed to Mr. 
Goudy, and the statement was made in euch a 
way as to make people naturally suppose that 
there was something wrong. ‘This was far from 
being the fact of the matter, said Mr. Paine. who 
then went on to give the details of the transaction 
at great length, aseerting, in conclusion, that Mr. 
Goudy's record throughout appeared to him to 
be perfectly clear and straightforward. It 
also seemed that the statement in 
the report that Gondy & Chandler got 
8. commission in à certaifi loan transaction 
for tue bank was incorrect, the commission having 

one to Mr. Peabody, of the irm of Gallup & Pea- 

“ly. The bank, it seemed, was hard up. needed 
its money, and the commission’ for getting the 
same was properly chargeable to the institution. 

Mr. Paine then went on to explain the inaccura- 
cies in the schedule sabmitted at the previous 
meeting purporting to give the names of those whose 
unsecured notes were held by the bank. They 
were all good for something except those of Mekl- 
roy, Julius Silversmita, F. M. Casey, C. F. Junge. 
and K. Givens, ; 

Mr. Paine also corrected the statement made 
that the taxes due on the Westfall property 
amounted to $30,000. The amount reaily due was 
$12,000. There had also been a mistake as to 
the amount necessary to redeem the Northwestern 
car-sbops property. The actual amount necessary 
was $2,500, and the property was worth to-day 
$9, 000. 

Mr. Paine’s quasi-amended report was accepted, 
and he, with the rest of the Committee. discharged 

Mr. Wright explained that all that was wanted at 
the previous meeting was to get at the names of 
makers of unsound notes, and not to pubiish the 
those whose dealings with the bank 


were honest on their face. And vet the publica- 


tions in the papers represented some of these hon 


est people as delinguente. They had come ent 
and denied the soit impeachment over their own 
signatures, and in his opinion the meeting owed 
them a vote of thanks.

Scene of Slaughter. 


How Three American Citizens Were 
Shot to Death by Mexicans. 


einn Valley (u M.) Indenentent. * 
Following is a correct translation from the 
Spanish, in which it is written, of a statement 
by a native citizen of El Paso County, Tex. We 
have known the gentleman for many years, and 
indorse him as being one of the most respectable 

and intelligent citizens of EI Paso County: 


San Evizanio, Tex,, Jan. 7, 1878.—7o the Nu. 
itors of the Independent: I have read much and 
heard more of the atrocities committed by the mob 
in El Faso County. Some of the reports are true; 
sdme are false. Occupying a position as a county 
oficer, it was my duty to endeavor ta suppress the 
uprising which | raw was about to piace. This 
1 tried te accomplish by giving good advice 
ig my friends and ne 4 in San 
Elizario who were engaged in the conspira- 
cy to overthrow the County Government 
and murder all of foreign birth (estrangeros 
who were in the county. It was in vain that i 
reasoned with them. Induenced by the Cura Bo- 
rajo, and the mass of the people Guadaloupe, 
r San Yenacio, and other towns on the 
Mexican side, the unfortunate and deluded citizens 
of San Elizario and Socorro determined to take the 
steps they did; they were assisted by some from 
Ysieta, by the mass of the people of the Mexican 
towns opposite us, and not only these, but by a great 
number of men from Carmen, Carrizal, the mines 
of Chihuahua, and other places in Mexico. 1 
know by nameor sight every citizen of El Paso 
County and of the Mexican towns opposite. The 
mob consisted of Over 600 men; of these, about 
300 were citizens of El Paso County, at least 200 
Were men of my acquaintance from the Mexican 
towne across the river, and fully 100 were stran- 
gers to me; I was told by some of my friends who 
were with the mob timt these last men had been 
brought from the interior towns of Mexico; that 
they had been aesured of plunder, and for that 
purpose they came. If you ask me to give 
_youthe names of Mexican citizens who partici- 
pated in the insurrection, I shall reply, it will be 
easier to give you the names of the 4 of the 
Mexican towns pamed who did not participate, for 
they are few, while those who took part are many. 
The state wents heretofore ablished in your much- 
appreciated periodical by Judge Howard as to the 
cause of the difficulties are in the main correct, 
leaving to one side his prejudices. Whether it 
was good or bad policy on part of 
Judge Howard to return as he did to RI 
Paso, knowing, as de must have known, 
the feeling -agaipst him, I. do net propose 
to discuss. He came, however, ina lawful man- 
ner to assert a lawful right. The salt iakes were 
public property, open to location by anybody who 
desired to locate them. The 1 of Bi Paso 
County have for years been aware of the fact that 
tacee salt lakes could be located by any man who 
poseessed a land certificate large enough to 
cover them. But 2 — badly advertised by 
Don Louis Cardis an the Cura Borajo, 
tex determined not to Incate these 
lakes themselves, nor permit any one else to do 
so. This was for the purpose of securing to the 
peopie of the Mexican side tne privilege of taking 
salt from these lakes. You already have the his- 
tory of the beginning of the trouble. I shall simply 
give that portion relating to the barbarons murder 
of the victims. During three days that the rangers 
were besieged I was surrounded by the mob. I 
witnessed all their acts, heard all their talk. 

Charles E. Ellie was the first to fall; he was a 
noble gentieman, a kind friend of the people, had 
lived with them and befriended them fur many 
years, and had no idea they would harm him. 
When Howard came to town with the rangers and 
the crowd began to gather at Leon Granillo’s house, 
Mr., Ellis went there to talk and reason with taem. 
le was saying. What does this mean, boys !“ 
(Muchachos.) Don't act toolishiy: let me 
advise you for your own good,” and 
other remarks to the same effect, 
when Leon Granillo cried out. Ahoraues tiempo!” 
(pow isthe time). Then Eutemio Chaves rode ap 
oh horseback ana threw a lasso over Ellis and 
started on a run, dragging the unfortunate man. 
After he had dragged him some distance he then 
gotdown and cut nis throat. ana the body was 
thrown tothe coyotes. It has been charged that 
Miguel Juarez had something to do with the kill- 
iny of Eins. This is not true. Juarez was not 
in Ei Paso County at the time; he was in New 
Mexico. 

Ajter the murder of Ellis, the attack on the 
rangers continued for three days. During this 
period i frequentiy heard the leaders of the moo 
discussing the situation; they told their followers 
that their friends in Franklin nad assared taem 
that the’ United states troops would not interfere. ”’ 
And these game leaders, and especially Chice Ba- 
rela, stated that they were simply obeying ordera 
from their superiors at El Paso. . do not pretead 
at this time to give an opmion as to the truta or 
faicity of these statements; the matter is now 
being investigated, and when the truth 
ig brought to light, the truth and the 
hole truth wilt be published to the world. 
As 1 before stated, I was with the mob: I 
could not escape for] was closely watched; they 
ch led mea traitor to my face for not joining 
them, and threatened to take my life, which was 
only saved by the exertions of sume of my blood 
relations, who, to the disyrace of our name, were 
acting with the mob; and who have by their law- 
less acts stained the name of an honorable family 
with infamy. I heard their consuitations ana 
know all avout the trap they set to caten Howard, 

itkinmson, and Mcbride. They sent ua flag of 
truce; tue besieged men were guaranteed safety 
and kind treatmept if they surrencered. Mr. At- 
<inson gave tp to the leaders of the mob $11, 000 
in specie. currency, and drafts, on the condition 
that they would perant him, Howard. Meiride, 
nd all the ranges to depart without molestation. 
Chico Garela swore by the holy cross that he would 
faithfnully.keep his part of the agreement. Mr. At- 
kineon believed aim, and said. Well, zou have 
received a better price for us than we would bring 
if sold at publicauction.” It is smd by some of 
the mob tant Chico Barela intended to keev bis 
word, and that he sent a messenger Bcruss: the riv- 
er to the Cura Borajo informing him of what bad 
been done. and received this answet: ** Shoct all 
the Gringos and I willabsolve yous 

‘loward was first taken gut. Tne entire mob was 
formod in a regiment, about six hundred strong, 
and marched with Howard: at the head to the 
piace of execution. He walked erectly, with his 
annds behind him; when he reached the place of 
execution, the command was given, halt! Howard 
instantly stopped, and turning, faced the mob; 
they were drawn out in a line. All was silent as 
death. Desiderio Apodaca, witha firing party of 
eluht men, came up aud took positions about ten 
let from the doomed man, who stood quietly 
watching the preceedings. When all was ready, 
Howard spoke. e could not epeak Spanish very 
finently, but enough to make himseif understood. 
ite said: Lou are now about to execute 300 
men, then, baring his breast, he gave the word, 
Fire!“ Then the firing party fired, and Howard 
fell, and kicked. and squirmed on the ground; 
then Jesus Telles ran up to the Sony. and raising a 
machete (large anife) m both hands, struck at the 
body: the blow fell. but Howard turned, and the 
machete tell on Telles’ feet, entting off two of his 
tocs. The body was then hacked and mutilated, after 
which it was dragved to an old well and thrown 
‘ia. Then Atkinson and McBride were brought 
ont, and stood on the t where Howard had 
fallen. Mecbrine said nothing, but appeared to be 
very m@lancholy (triafe). Atkinson spoke in very 
excellent Spanish, After stating the pledges they 
had made to release the y, and the oath they 
had taken to perform their promises, he asked 
them if they still intended to violate their solemn 
pledges; the crowd shouted ** Acadenios /” (finish

I witnessed the above scene. I heard the remarks 
have viven, and hold myself responsible for the 
truth of thie account. When this occurred there 
stood in tae hne of insurgents over 300 men from 
ihe opposite side of the river; and | can furnish 
the names of most of then if required.

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FELONY” IN CALIFORNIA, 
Sera Correspondence of The Tridune. 

Sax Francisco, Jan. 21.—They have just suc- 
ceeded in making a law in Sacramento which ts 
to-dav the subject of most unfavorable com- 
ment, so much so, indeed, that it is not im- 
probable they will repeal it before the close of 
the session. 

It is intended to deal with the existing state 
of disquiet, and reads thus: 

Section 420. Any person who, in the presence 
or hearing of twenty-five or more persons, shall 
utter any language with intent either to incite a 
riot at the present or in the future, or any act or 
acts of criminal violence against persons or prop- 
erty, or who shall sugrcet, or advise, or encourage 
any act or acts of crimimal. violence against any 
person or persone or property, or shall advise or 
encourage forcible resistance to any of the laws of 
the State, shall be deemed guilty of a felony, and 
on conviction thereof shail nished by imprie- 
onment in the State Prison or in a County Jail not 
exceeding two yeurs, or by fine not exceeding

W. N. STURGES. 
REASONS FOR HIS EXPULSION FROM THE BOARD 
OF TRADE. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 
Cutcaco, Jan. 30. — Knowing that the general 
pudlic and many members of the Board of Trade 
do not understand the reason for the expulsion of 
W. N. Sturges from the membership of the Board 
of Trade, and algo knowing that in his statement, 


as recentiy publighed in Tux Tripuns. he omitted 
to mention the most important facts in the case, I 
deem it but justice to him, the members of the 
Board of Trade. and others interested to explain 
more fully why he was expelled. 

First, let me say his recent!y-pubdiished statement 
is greatly at variance with the statement he made 
when on trial before the Board of Directors. At 
that time he denied having a principal. but claimed 
his transactions were all for his own individual ac- 
count. He then gaid: *‘! beg leave to commence at 
the beginning of the corn deal. showing the cause of 
my non-delivery in September.” In June and 
July I bought a large amount of cash and option 
corn, amounting to, say, 20,000,000 busheis. "’ 
On July 31 I bonght and paid for more cash corn 
than I supposed was here, from 66 to 90 cents. 
causing me to pay, say, $75, 000 more than I should 
have paid. Ihad sold a large amount of corn 
for September to hedge, and, finding a large for- 
eign demand, ld a large amount to arrive in 
New York. believed this market would advance 
largely, and desired to cover my outstanding con- 
tracts, but in cohsequence of what I considered 
unjust payment of money on July 31, I was un- 
able to do 80. The plain English of that state- 
ment was, that, in running a corner in corn in July 

and in putting the price np from 60 cents to 60 
cents, or 30 cents per bushel above shipping value, 
he had cornered himself, lost his money, and 
could not provide for his contracts for September, 
and therefore defaulted in his deliveries. 

Now he claims that his sales for delivery in Sep- 
tember were not for his own individual account, 
but were for another party, B. F. Allen, and that 
on Sept. 26 this party notified him that the Cook 
County National Bank, that had issued certificates 
of deposits for money as margins to secure the fal- 
fillment of his contracts, was insolvent, whereup- 
on he decided to flefault on his contracts and re- 
fuse to ludorse the margin certificates ror the ben- 
efit of those entifled thereto, and he ciaims by so 
doing he saved the Board of Trade probably a 
million ot dollar, and because he tried to pro- 
tect the Board, His principal, and the bank, he 
stands expelled from the Board! I desire here to 
call attention to few dates and facts: On Sept. 
26 Sturges claimp he was not notified that the bank 
was insolvent, and that it could not pay 
its outstanding certificates of deposits; he 
then resolved to default on his con- 
tracts. and to refuse to assign the certif- 
icates of deposits to the parties entitled thereto. 
Clearly, it was Mr. Sturges’ duty to protect astrer 
as he could his principal and his creditors. but 
how did he undertake to doit? He consulted with 
his principal. Did he advise with his creditors? 
Dia he — them he was going to default on his 
contracts? Did he then (as he would have the 
public believe) call a peeting of the parties with 
whom he had contracts and propose to them to 
—— certificates of deposit for ra in the 

ands of atrustee? No! not a bit of it. Had he 
done so he would have acted the pait of an honest 
man, and shown a true desire to have protected all 
the parties interested. 

Instead, however, of pursuing such a commend- 
able course and allowing the parties to contracts to 
protect themeel¥es, he gave them no such oppor- 
tunity, and finally. on the last day of September, 
they found thenjselves ** in the ee and the 
corn market felt all the shock and effect that it 
would have sustained had it been known four days 
earlier he intended to default in his deliveries. 
Instead of saving the Board from a panic and 
losses, Sturges’ action created the one and increas- 
ed the other. 

Certain firms, having bought corn of Mr. Sturges 
and sold the same amount to others, were crippled 
in their businesg¢, and they have not to this day 
received a ** cent from him, notwith- 
standing his statement that he paid $102, - 
000. He did not call his creditors to- 
gether until after his — — 2 from the Board. 
The parties wh¢m he ciaims to have protected ex- 
claim, Good Lord deliver us from any more 
such protection.“ Is it possible Mr. Sturges paid 
certain of his ctoditors, that he might gain their 
influence in pfteventing his expulsion’? In his 
desire to protect the bank and B. F. Allen, and 
after he was ih formed of their inability to pay 
their indebtednpss, ne made additional contracts 
to the extent of hundreds of thousands of bushels, 
withafull knowledge that he could not fulfill 
them. It is in ¢vidence that on Sept. 30 corn was 
in good demandiat 79 to 80 cents}for Western ship- 
ment; that at this price Mr. Sturges sold 100. 000 
bushels, 2 290 failed to deliver, andthe purties 
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towhom he sojd were obliged to repurchase at 
81 to 83 cent per brehel, and it is also in 
evidence that notwithstanding this demand for 
corn, and that Mr. Sturges neglected to fill bis

COUNTY AFFAIRS. 
THE DOME. 

The Committee on Public Buildings and Public 
Service met yesterday afternoon and transacted 
considerable business. The first that came up was 
an estimate for $25,000 in favor of P. J. Sexton 
for work on the dome of the Court-House. The 
estimate was in good shape, yet there was a ques- 
tion about allowing it, which, upon being discussea, 
brought out some facts not before known, and 
which reflect no credit upon the old Ring. It 
was shown, for instance, that the dome project was 
beyond all doubt a steal from its inception, but 
much larger than the most liberal had anticipated. 
When the work was first spoken of bids were re- 
ceived for it, and they fanged from $13,000 to 
$20,000. The award was e to one of the lower 
bidders, but subsequently recomsidered, and the 
work was let to Sexton Aug. 30 under the follow- 
ing resolution: 

Resotved, That the contractor on the new Court- 
House., F. J. Sexton, be and is hereby insiructed to 
dulld as much of the foundation of the dome under the 
supervision of the architect as is necessary to inclose 
the building, subject to the architect's valuation of 
the same. — 

Following this resolution, which originally read 
Superintendent instead of Architect, Egan 
was voted $7,500, and Periolat was asked no ques- 
tions. Fotlowing this Egan prepared the follow- 
ing document, which is a remarkable affair, and 
which Sexton calls bis contract, but which never 
saw tlie light of day until yesterday, though about 
$50,000 has been paid out on it. It speaks for 
itself: 

Dressed ashlar masonry and dressed dimension ma- 
sonry. throughout, 80 cents per foot; concrete in Phin- 
ney’s cement, $6 per cubic yard; excavation, $1.50 per 
cuoic yard; cutting and trimming pile- s, 30 cents 
each; brick laid in cement and lime, half and half, and 
grouted each course, best selected brick, to fuil satis- 
faction of architect, $12 per thousand. Pile-heads to 
be measured in concrete and excayation to pay for ex- 
pense of scooping out between plle-heads.

All walis measured solid. Ali work to be in strict ac- 
cordance with specifications. 1 fix prices for dome 
work at the abore schedule. 
Aud. 2, 1877. J. J. EGAN. 
The document is indorsed as follows:

The Committee viewed the contract as sus- 
picious, irreguiar, and frauduient in talking about 
it, and the Chairman called attention to the fact 
that the prices were steep, yet the $25,000 was 
voted Sexton by Messrs. Burltipg, Hoffmann, 
Meyer, Bradley, and Fitzgerald. Ayars and Spof- 
ford voting against it, and Mr. Boese being ex- 
cused. 

With this action, the dome as faras it has gone 
—one story—has cost $71,303.60, or about five 
times as much asadozen responsible gentlemen 
agreed to do the work for. Aside from the cost, 
the manner of letting the work. which was never 
known until vesterday, and certainly never passed 
on by the Board, is enough to stamp it an out- 
rageous steal, and the Committee would have act- 
ed wisely in refusing to audit the estimate. This 
would have taken Sexton into the courts, and 
there the question of the right of a few Commis- 
sioners to carry forward such a stupendous job 
might have been testea. 

WALKER. 

Doing so well by Sexton, the Committee next 
turned its attention, to an estimate on the same 
work for $27.000 in favor of Walker. The cati- 
mate embraced an allowance of $15,000 for stone 
at his quarry and $12,000 for material scattered 
around the city, and in the discussion the fact 
came out that Walker's quarry-estimate contract 
was informal, that hie bona had been stolen, and 
that his original contract was uncertain, etc., as 
the estimate was allowed. In the is- 
cussion, Mr. Barling maintained that to 
allow the $27,000 would rob the county 
of the retained percentage, yet, strange 
to say, he voted for the allowance. The vote stood 
—for the estimate, Burling, Boese, Bradley, Fitz- 
gerald, Hoffmann; and against it, Ayars, Meyer, 
Spofford. Dy this action he has been voted 8231. 
000 on a contract for $540, „ with about one- 
fourth of the work done, and the further fact star- 
ing the Board in the face that no one knows wheth- 
er he has a contract atallor not that amounts to 
anything. 

The next action of the Committee was a motion 
to dispense with the services of Handley as super- 
intendent of the work during the winter. The mo- 
tion was lost by the fopping of Meyer, who fret fa- 
vored it and then opposed it, Sexton in the mean- 
time keeping up an industrious winking. The work 
ig suspended, and, though Handicy may need the 
$7 per day that is paid him, it is difficult to see how 
the public interest demands his services,

SCHOOLS. 
A MEETING OF CITIZENS OF THE FOURTH AND 
FIFTH WARDS

STATEMENT BY DR. DEERING. 


To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaco, Jan. 30. — A8 the article appearing in 
your city news column of to-day's issue. entitled 
Humane Medical Students, is calculated to 
affect detrimentally Bennett Medical College, with 
the Faculty of which I have the honor to be asso- 
ciated, and as it also places me in a wrongful and 
injurious position before the public at large, I de- 
sire to reply so that the public may not be misled 
by a warped statement of facts. The profession 
will intelligently understand the incident. and 


those of them who know me personslly are dest 
alified to — a just estimate upon my conduct, 
Deth professionally and as a humanitarian. 

Tue facts in this case, simply stated, are these: 
In the course of my clinical lectures on surgery at 
tue college referred to, the case of which mention 
is made was brought to the college to be treated 
by me some three months I then applied a 
piaster jacket, the patient wearing the same for 
six weeks. Until this jacket was applied the child 
could not sit erect, but from that time this disability 
was maierially corrected. Owing to the unhygienic 
conditions of the patient and its surroun 
tue jacket became a rendezvous for vermin, which, 
on its coming to the clinic, some six weeks 
ago, necessitated a renewal of the plaster jacket. 
With this necessary history of the case, I come 
to the particulars of the statement as published in 
Tus Triscene of to-day, and which I have above 
stated are warped. It is first stated that the incident 
had the effect to place one of the Fiiculty of that 
institution’’—meaning myself— in a rather 
peculiar position. and develop the hostility of the 
large clas of students toward him in a very de- 
cided manner.” I will defer comment on the 
matter of the hostility of the students toward my- 
self to another part of this communication, but 
will here say that the material of this article ap- 
pears to have been given you expressly to injure 
myself, instead of giving a true history of facts for 
public informatiop. 

It is stated that, when the child was produced 
before the class yesterday for treatment, it was 
found that maggots had ouried themselves under 
the plaster and eaten furrows in the child's flesh. 
The simple truth as to the above is, that, owing to 
the uncleanly habits of its surroundings, the child 
had become covered with vermin.—not maggots, 
as stated,—and, of course, the flesh was in no 
way eaten asaileged. The sores were the result 
of the diseased process; the peculiar location 
of these openings or sores gave the ca 
its peculiar interest. The disease was Potts“ 
disease of the spine,” not uncommon 
in the practice of the surgeon, but the peculiar 
position of these openings—‘‘ hideous sores” as 
they were called—as presented in this case was 

ecullarly uncommon and exceptional. Recogniz- 
ng the importance of preserving the features of 
this case for the benefit, not alone of the present 
class, but of all future classes of the college, and 
also for the benefit of medical science, I proceeded 
in the usual manner to take a cast of the parts, not 
for my own gratification, as is alleged in the arti- 
cle, but to be preserved in the museum of the 
colle: e. Now let me say that such is the 
practice in all medical idstitutiong in this and 
all other countries where surgery is known. The 
article is impressive in conveying the idea that in 
taking this cast I was guilty of inhumanity. It 
can hardly be true that it is only known to medical 
science that all unusual and peculiar malforma- 
tions, when presented at the clinical table of the 
medical college for gratuitous treatment, are, for 
the future benefit of humanity, reproducedand pre- 
served by scientific appliances. Nor should it be 
neccessary to state at this day that any surgeon who 
should be remiss in such duty would be held by 
the profession to have been derclict in his duty to 
humanity. But it is further implied that 
[ was guilty of brutality and harshness 
in conducting the opocration. This charge 
I deem the most serious of all, for it has ever been 
my aim to treat with all geniloness and sympathy 
the afflicted who may call upon me for my profes- 
sional aid, —more especially the case witu helpicss 
children. Now, this entire operation was con- 
ducted with as muen care and gentleness as the 
nature of the proceeding would allow, in no par- 
ticular using harshness nor causing unnecessary 
pain, nor even tearing any part of the child's 
clothing to be used for the purposes as stated. 

It is statod that the feelings of the students 
were so aroused by what they termed inhuman 
treatment of the infant that they one and all joined 
in denouncing it as brutal. and united in hissin 
the Professor out of the lecture- room an 
into the street. This last entire statement 
I simply say is without one incident of truth to re- 
lieve it of being a pure coinage of the imagination. 
When the operation was finished, I continued my 
lecture on other cases for upwards of half an hour, 
and at the close of the lecture I left the college 
without any demonstration or even intimation 
from the class or any member thereof that I had 
in any way compromised either the college or my- 
self. or been wanting in any feelings of humanity. 
I may characterize the entire statement as 
** faisus in uno, falsus in omnibus.”

CO-EDUCATION. 


Report of a Committee of the Faculty of 
the University of Wisconsin. 
. To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Numerous articles based on the report of the 
last Board of Visitors to the University of Wis- 
consin have appeared in your columns, and tend 
to convey the impression that co-education in 
the University has proved a failure. To correct 
this impression, we ask you to publish the in- 
closed report of a Committee of the Faculty, 
which explains itself.

To the Faculty of the University of Wisconsin : 
The Committee to whom were referred certain 
documents relating to the re-establishment of the 
Female College as a distinct department of the 
University, and the last report of the Board of 
Visitors, made to the Board of Regents at the 
— ae 1877, would report as 

ollows: 

I. That, in their ovinion, a complete separation 
of students according to sex would be impractica- 
ble, and a partial separation in the same manner 
would be injudicious. 

It would be im cable in that it would dupli- 
cate the work of instruction, for which our present 
force is none too large. Inthe Freshman, Sopho- 
more, and Junior year the classes are generally 
at 1 divided according to the course o 

y pursued, —i. o., scientific and classical, —in 
both of which yo women are found in about 
equal numbers; so that to divide according to sex 
would necessitate four divisions instead of two, 
and require four hours for recitation; to adjust 
which, without conflict, would de impossible. In 
some instances such a ion might be made, pro- 
vided the instructional force were adequate; but 
such partial adoption of the system of te in- 
struction would not, we think, be advisable. 

It would a we thi be injadicious. To 
make 8 distinction between the sexes in the recita- 
tion-room would be construed to imply a difference 
in mental ability, in physical ability, or that our 
experience condemned the results of uniting 
the sexes in the class-room, as to its moral effects 
upon either the y men or women. It is 
natural to suppose t marked distinctions 
are f upon ually marked differ- 
ences. Our expe ce not warranted any 
such conclusion. The yo women are at least 
equal to the young men in the class-room. This 
has been the unanimous testimony of the Faculty. 
Tuat they are better in some studies than in oth- 
ers, does not affect this conclusion. The health 
of the young women is as good, upon the average, 
as that of tne poung men. This is not a random 
statement, but is based upon our careful obdserva- 
tion for several years. IL-olated cases of fll-health 
havecome 5 our notice, but such cases are - 
portionately fewer among young women 
. men. And, with all due respect to 
the Visiting Committee, we must be allowed to 
dissent from their conclusions. We think they had 
too little time o form a determinate conclusion on 
a blem of so complex a nature; we also 
think that, while. isolated cases of ill-health 
might have warran’ed their inference, a 
more comprehensive view would have led 
to the opvosite verdict; we further think that the 
few instances alluded to of ill-health are due toa 
constitutional predetermination rather than to the 
effects of study; and further, in forminga safe 
conclusion upon the case as presented. due allow- 
ance should be made for the fact that the visit of 
the Committee was at the clese of the year, after 
ten months of continuous study and some weeks 
of severe examination had taxed the energies of 
all the students, the effects of which would be 
more marked in the case of young women. 
We by no means assume that the physical strength 
of young women is equal to thatof young men; 
but we do assume that it is equal to the task of 
maintaining a creditable standing in any of our 
courses of study. It cannot be presumed that a 
college-course taxes to the utmost the physical 
powers of young men. so that any presumed de- 
ficiency on the part of young women would debar 
them from attempting it. 

In regard to the mora) effect of having both sexes 
in the same recitation-room, it 1s sufficient to say 
that there have never been fewer occasions of dis- 
cipline than at present, and none growing out of 
this relation. Any novelty at first distracts atten- 
tion; but this has with us ceased to be a novelty, 
and students meet as students, and nothing more. 

The present system has worked so well that, in 
the opinion of your Committee, any change woald 
be fraught with grave consequences. To return to 
the old system of separate instruction, would 
cause distrust and irritation on the part of patrons 
and pupils, that would more than overbalance in 
evil consequences any anticipated good results. We 
do not believe that any general change is demand- 
ed, either by patrons or pupils; and we believe 
that the present system better answers the end for 
which the University was founded than the one 

ro in the resolutions before the Board of 


ts. 

iL Your Committee are, however. aware that 
some young women may desire a University course 
who are not physically able to complete it in four 
years; and that others may desire instruction in 
music, drawing, and painting, for which the regu- 
lar college-course does not allow sufficient time. 
To meet the wants of such, we submit the follow- 
ing course, extending through six years, complet- 
ing in that time the modern classical course: at the 
completion of which, such students shall be en- 
titled to the same degree as those who complete 
the course in the usuaitime. This course would 
be open as an option to all students. Your Com- 
mittee do not recommend any lowering of the 
course, or any change iu the course, but simply 
that more time be allowed forits completion. The 
University must be true to its name. Its course of 
instruction and its degrees can win respect only by 
deserving it. We are confident that proposed 
change would meet all the demands that may be 
made, allowing sufficient time for music and orna- 
mental studies to ve rsued in addition to the 
coliege-course, and making ali the concessions to 
physical debility that will be demanced. Respect- 
fully submitted.

A PARALLEL CASE.

Cu1caGco, Jan. 30.—The following facts were 
recently related to me by a business man of 
large experience and of deserving judgment, 
and I doubt not but the newspaper files of the 
time referred to will verify the statements: 

In the autumn of 1857, when the trials 
and embarrassments of property-owners and 
business meu were at the worst of that bad 
year; when there seemed to be no money for 
the use of the public; when confidence was all 
gone, when money corporations and currency 
speculators had entire control of the circulat- 
ing medium of the country, and without re- 
morse or humanity haa begun to call in their 
discounts, and the question was whether they 
should suspend payment or not, Josiah Quincy, 
of Boston, true to nals character of bullionist and 
Shylock, addressed a letter to the bankers of New 
York City advising and entreating them at all haz- 
ards to continue to force specie-paymen and 
demand settlement of their debdtors,—ready to 
respond to anything in their own interests, 
little caring if it ruined the conntry. 
They resolved on a certain Monday in October 
(possibly early in November) to follow the advice 
of that letter. On Tuceday the business men met, 
and in convention resolved that such a course 
would destroy the business interests of the coun- 
wry. and that the bankers should do no such thing. 

he Wednesday following they created a run on 
the banks, and broke eighteen in New York City 
alone; on Thursday all the banks of the State of 
New York suspended, and the back-bone of that 
currency famine was broken. Relief came at once; 
property that had shrunken 25 to 40 per cent in 
value within three months began to recover; grad- 
ually American trade and production became re- 
stored, and the face of business men wore a smile 
of hope and courage. 

The contest was then between the banks, on one 
side, and the business men of the country, backed 
N. the masses, on the other. It is now between 
the masses of the people and the bondhoiders and 
creditors of the Government, backed by the Execu-
